For Registration Aug. 27 


Principal William D. Howard 
has announced that fall registra- 
tion for All elemextary school 
children will be Thürsday, August 
27th from 8:80 à. m. to 11:00 a. m. 
If your child was enrolled in Pa- 
hokee Elementary School last year, 
he has been assigned to a teacher 
‘or the 1964-65 term. His name’ win 
be posted on the door of the room 
to which he has been assigned and 
he is to be registered in that room. 
If he was Not enrolled in Paho- 
kee Elementary School last year, 
he can' be registered in any of the 
rooms for his grade. 

Florida law states that children 
may enter the first grade in Sep- 
tember if they will.be six years 
old by the following January 1st. 

Parents who have children en- 
tering school for the first time are 
required to comply with the fol- 
lowing: 

1. A birth certificate or certain 
other legal documents must be 
presented as evidence of birthday. 
Parents must have this evidence 
with them at the time of registra- 
tion. » 

2. A health record filled out -by 
the child’s doctor showing that the 
child has had the following iramun- 
izations: (1) Small Pox, (2) Polio- 
myelitis, (3) Diphtheria. These 
health records can be obtained at 
the Elementary School Office any 
week-day from 8:30 - 12:00 ‘and 
1:09 - 3:30. They should be taken 
to the family doctor for comple- 
tion Prior To Registration. If par- 
ents are unable to take the, child 
to a private doctor for his immuni- 
zations, they can take him to the 
Palm Beach County Health Unit 
at 1759 E. Main St. any Tuesday
